Making a Gallant Fight Against 


Their Powerful Foes. 


London, April 21.—On good authority 


the Associated Press Is informed that 
the; war between Greece and Turkey 
wll| not affect the situation In Crete. 
Th* powers, having guaranteed the 
safety of the Mussulman population 
there, will continue their efforts to 
pacify the island and endow it with 
autonomy. 


The officials of the Turkish embassy 


here believe, from the wording of Ed- 
hem Pasha's dispatches to the Turkish 
government that the Greeks will make 
no great stand until the Turks reach 
Larissa, where the main battle, it is 
thought, will be fought. This seq*ns 
probable, as Prince Conste-ntin, the 
Greek commander-in-chlef, has 
left 
Tyrnavo for Larissa, 


A dispatch from Milouna Pass says: 


Active preparations for a general ad- 
vance have been In progress since day- 
break yesterday. During Monday night 
the Greeks established themselves on 
the last height near Tyrnavo, opposite 
the position which the Turks captured 
Monday evening. Nechat Pasha open- 
ed the attack upon this position yes- 
terday with a brisk firing from behind 
the defenses. The combatants have 
not yet coma into close quarters. The 
Greeks brought up several pieces of 
artillery, which were speedily silenced. 


Edem Pasha has wired the sultan 


that he gained several notable victories 
on Monday, occupying all the fortified 
positions commanding Tyrnavo. He re- 
ports that the Greeks evacuated their 
{•trenched camp, leaving behind 30 
cases of cartridges and many rifles. 
The Turks, he says, have retaken Vel- 
itsko, which the Greeks surprised and 
'captured on the first day of the fron- 
tier aggression. 


Late dispatches from Athens say: 


News has Just reached here that the 
Greek*), after a desperate battle, have 
captured and burned Damasi. Another 
dlvMra of the Greek troops, it is re- 
ported,'has traversed the Reveni Pass 
and captured three blockhouses. This 
division has almost reached Damasi, 
where it will effect a union with the 
force that captured the town. The 20.- 
000 troops under General Smolenltz dis- 
played the greatest bravery. 


Reveni lies 12 miles northwest of La- 


rissa. Edhem Pasha, with a force 
variously estimated at from 10,000 to 
14,000 troops, led seven assaults against 
it on Monday, but all were repulsed by 
the Greeks. Crown Prince Constantin 
has telegraphed that the Turks at that 
point were completely and finally re- 
pulsed. 


The exact situation at Tyrnavo is 


somewhat in doubt. The news from 
that point is conflicting. But there is no 
confirmation of the rumor that the 
place has been captured by the Turks, 
What seems to have happened is that 
Tyrnavo was evacuated in order to 
send troops forward to Reveni, and 
was then reoccupled by troops return- 
ing from Milouna. 


A dispatch from Arta says that 3,000 


Greeks have crossed the frontier at 
Bani, and a severe artillery duel has 
been in progress since Monday. The 
Greek artillery have silenced the Turk- 
ish Imrauet fort, commanding the 
town. Two attempts by the Turks to 
cross the river were repulsed. There 
has been brisk artillery and Infantry 
firing along the line for about five 
miles. Two Greek officers and many 
Turks have been killed. 


The news of the capture of Damasi 


puts a new complexion upon the situa- 
tion on the frontier, is a great encour- 
agement to the Greek government, 
and is likely to have tbe most exhilar- 
ating effect upon the spirits of the 
Greek soldiers, who had been greatly 
depressed by tbe reverses of their 
troops at Milouna Pass. This success, 
and the fact that the fall of Prevesa 
seems imminent, virtually offsets the 
calamity at Milouna. If the Greek di- 
visions effect a union at Damasi, aa 1* 
expected, there is almost nothing in 
the way of their prompt advance to 
Elassona,

Soon after- 
ward Hafiz Pasha was wounded in the 
arm, but he still remained in the sad- 
dle. Later a second bullet struck him 
on the hand, but yet the old warrior 
refused to retire. Finally a third bul- 
let broke the gallant pasha's spine, 
and he rolled from his saddle dead.

Pitiable Condition of Men Who Risk 


Life For Bread, 


Pittsburg, Aoril 17.—The legislative 


committee that is investigating the 
condition of the miners of the Pitts- 
burg district completed its second day 
of personal inspection among the min- 
ers yesterday. When the work was fin- 
ished the members of the committee 
made the statement that no such suf- 
fering was ever known by them to 
exist before, and they are well con- 
vinced that something must be done, 
and at once, to alleviate file condition 
of the unfortunate thousands who are 
in the district. 


The territory that was inspected was 


In and about Banning, on the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie railroad, about 40 
miles above Pittsburg. The miners are 
unable to make more than a dollar a 
day at the outside, and very more fre- 
quently their pay for the day is from 
25 to BO cents. The greater part of 
these employes are foreigners, there 
being but ten American born families 
in the entire number. 


Alongside the depot Is a row of sheds, 


one story high and built of unplaned 
boards. The building is about 100 feet 
long by 12 feet deep. It is divided into 
three departments, for each of which 
the inhabitants pay $6 per month to 
the company. The shed stands on 
posts, and a small lake of foul water 
covers the ground under it.

The condition 
of the miners here is worse, if any- 
thing, than at the mines at Banning. 
The men work from three to four days 
a week, but the wages they receive are 
so small that they can scarcely manage 
to exist. The greater part of the min- 
ers are foreigners, with a good sprink- 
ling of Americans, and some negroes. 


The company owns the miserable 


hovels which shelter the inhabitants. 
One of the most wretched is a shed 
about 18 by 12 feet. For this hovel the 
company receives $4 per month, and it 
would cost about ?25 to build it. The 
occupants of these houses are Peter 
Jones, his wife and child and eight 
"boarders." Where these 11 persons 
manage to find room enough to stretch 
out at night is a, mystery. Inside there 
was a varied assortment of furniture, 
for the cooking, eating and sleeping is 
all done in one room. 


"We just manage to live," said Mrs. 


Jones, "but if it wasn't for the board- 
ers that we keep Peter could not make 
enough in the mines to keep us from 
starvation."

Their Powerful Foes. 


London, April 21.—On good authority 
the Associated Press Is Informed th at 
the4 war between Greece and Turkey 
will not affect the situation in Crete. 
The powers, having guaranteed the 
safety of the M ussulman population 
there, will continue their efforts to 
pacify the island and endow It with 
autonomy. 


The officials of the Turkish em bassy 
here believe from the wording of Ed- 
hem Pasha's dispatches to the Turkish 
government th at the Greeks will make 
no great stand until the Turks reach 
Larissa, where the m ain battle, it is 
thought, will be fought. This seems 
probable, as Prince Constantin, the 
Greek commander-ln-chlef, 
has 
left 
Tyrnavo for Larissa. 


A dispatch from Mllouna P ass says: 
Active preparations for a general ad ­ 
vance have been In progress since day­ 
break yesterday. D uring Monday night 
the Greeks established themselves on 
the last height near Tyrnavo, opposite 
the position which the Turks captured 
Monday evening. N echat P asha open­ 
ed the attack upon this position yes­ 
terday with a brisk firing from behind 
the defenses. The com batants have 
not yet come into close quarters. The 
Greeks brought up several pieces of 
artillery, which were speedily silenced. 


Edem Pasha has wired the sultan 
th at he gained several notable victories 
on Monday, occupying all the fortified 
positions commanding Tyrnavo. He re­ 
ports that the Greeks evacuated their 
| intrenched camp, leaving behind 30 
cases of cartridges and m any rifles. 
The Turks, he says, have retaken Vel- 
ltiko, which the Greeks surprised and 
captured on the first day of the fron­ 
tier aggression. 


Late dispatches from Athens say: 
News has Just reached here th a t the 
Greeks, after a desperate battle, have 
captured and burned D&masi. Another 
division of the Greek troops, it Is re­ 
ported, has traversed the Revenl Pass 
and captured three blockhouses. This 
division has almost reached Damasi, 
where it will effect a union with the 
force th a t captured the town. The 20,- 
000 troops under General Smolenitz dis­ 
played the greatest bravery. 


Reveni lies 12 miles northw est of L a­ 
rissa. Edhem 
Pasha, 
with 
a force 
variously estim ated a t from 10,000 to 
14,000 troops, led seven assaults against 
it on Monday, but all were repulsed by 
the Greeks. Crown Prince Constantin 
has telegraphed th a t the Turks a t th at 
point were completely and finally re­ 
pulsed. 


The exact situation a t Tyrnavo Is 
somewhat In doubt. The news from 
th at point is conflicting. But there is no 
confirmation of the 
rum or th a t 
the 
place has been captured by the Turks. 
W hat seems to have happened is th at 
Tyrnavo was evacuated in order to j 
send troops forward to Heveni, and 
was then reoccupied by troops retu rn ­ 
ing from Mllouna. 


A dispatch from A rta says th a t i,000 
Greeks have crossed the frontier a t 
Bani, and a severe artillery duel has 
been in progress since Monday. 
The 
Greek artillery have silenced the T urk­ 
ish 
Im rauet 
fort, 
commanding 
the 
town. Two attem pts by the Turks to 
cross the river were repulsed. There 
has been brisk artillery and Infantry 
firing along the line for about five 
miles. Two Greek officers and m any 
Turks have been killed. 


The news of the capture of Damaal 
puts a new complexion upon the situa­ 
tion on the frontier, is a great encour­ 
agement to the 
Greek 
government, 
and is likely to have the most exhilar­ 
ating effect upon the spirits of the 
Greek soldiers, who had been greatly 
depressed by 
the 
reverses of 
their 
troops a t Mllouna Pass. This success, 
and the fact th at the fall of Prevesa 
seems imminent, virtually offsets the 
calamity at Mllouna. If the Greek di­ 
visions effect a union at Damasi, as 1s 
expected, there is almost nothing in 
the way of their prom pt advance to 
Eiassona. 


If Tyrnavo falls into the hands of 
Edhem P asha and the Turkish troops 
sweep down upon the plain and ad­ 
vance to Larissa to meet the force con­ 
centrated there under the crown prince 
they will be between the grand divis­ 
ions of the Greek army. This seems 
to have been 
the 
object of Greek 
strategy, 


Should the Greeks succeed in re­ 
ducing the forts a t Prevesa, as now 
seems probable, and in occupying the 
town with the large land force, co­ 
operating with the bombarding w ar­ 
ships, the road to Janlna would be 
0£>en and the Turkish troops la Eplreus 
placed at the most, serious dls&dvant- 
abe. 


The strategic vaiue of Prevesa to 
the Turkish division In Albania is th at 
so long as it rem ains in the hands of 
the Tfcrks it makeB possible a steady 
line of m unitions and food supplies. 
With» Prevesa in 
the 
hands of the 
Greeks this line would be prom ptly 
cut, aad it.w ould be practically impos­ 
sible to revictual the Turkish troops by 
the long; lapd route through 
I 
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while advancing a t the head of his 
troops, was urged to dismount and rest. 
The old pasha replied: ''During the 
Russian w ar I never dismounted, and 
why should I do so now?” Soon after­ 
w ard Hafiz Pasha was wounded in the 
arm , but he still remained in the sad­ 
dle. L ater a second bullet struck him 
on the hand, but yet the old warrior 
refused to retire. Finally a third bul­ 
let broke the gallant pacha’s spine, 
and he rolled from his saddle dead.

P!tts*burg, April 17.—The legislative 
committee th at Is investigating the 
condition of the miners of the P itts­ 
burg district completed its second day 
of personal inspection among the m in­ 
ers yesterday. W hen the work w as fin­ 
ished the members of the committee 
made the statem ent th at no such suf­ 
fering was ever known by them to 
exist before, and they are well con­ 
vinced th a t something m ust be done, 
and a t once, to alleviate $he condition 
of the unfortunate thousands who are 
in the district. 


The territory th at was Inspected was 
In and about Banning, on the P itts­ 
burg and Lake Erie railroad, about 40 
miles above Pittsburg. The miners are 
unable to m ake more than a dollar a 
day at the outside, and very more fre­ 
quently their pay for the day is from 
25 to 60 cents. 
The greater p art of 
these employes are foreigners, there 
being but ten American born families 
In the entire number. 


Alongside the depot is a row of sheds, 
one story high and built of unplaned 
boards. The building is about 100 feet 
long by 12 feet deep. It is divided into 
three departm ents, for each of which 
the inhabitants pay $6 per m onth to 
the 
company. 
The shed 
stands 
on 
.posts, and a small lake of foul w ater 
covers the ground under it. In thig 
building 100 people live. In the winter 
time, It Is said, four of them would 
lie In a bed, place a cover over them ­ 
selves, and as m any more lay on top 
of them, their heads In the opposite di­ 
rection. 
W hen the w eather is w arm 
enough their bed is on the floor. Bread 
and w ater forms the greater p art of 
their food, with canned sardines and 
cheese occasionally as luxuries. 


A little further up the stream are a 
num ber of fram e buildings which a n ­ 
swer the purpose of houses. There is 
absolutely no drainage, and under each 
house a pool of stagnant w ater stands 
the year round. All the 
refuse 
Is 
dumped Into the little stream , and a 
spring on one side of it is the only place 
for the miners and their families to se­ 
cure w ater. There 
has 
been 
much 
sickness and a num ber of deaths late­ 
ly, all of which are blamed on the su r­ 
roundings. 


A fter leaving the settlem ent in and 
about B anning the committee went to 
Jacob's Creek, baout three miles below 
Banning, where the D arr mines of Os­ 
borne & Sager are located. The condition 
of the miners here is worse, if any­ 
thing, th an at the mines at Banning. 
The men work from three to four days 
a week, but the wages they receive are 
go small th a t they can scarcely m anage 
to exist. The greater part of the m in­ 
ers are foreigners, with a good sprink­ 
ling of Americans, and some negroes. 


The company 
owns the 
miserable 
hovels which shelter the inhabitants. 
One of the most wretched is a shed 
about 18 by 12 feet. For this hovel the 
company receives $4 per month, and it 
would cost about $25 to build it. The 
occupants of these houses are Peter 
Jones, his wife and child and eight 
“boarders.*' W here these 11 persons 
m anage to find room enough to stretch 
out at night is a mystery. Inside there 
was a varied assortm ent of furniture, 
for the cooking, eating and sleeping is 
all done In one room. 


“We Just m anage to live," said Mrs. 
Jones, “but if It w asn't for the board­ 
ers th at we keep Peter could not m ake 
enough In the mines to keep us from 
starvation."

THE COLONEL'S WIFE.

NE day a mail rider 
arrived at the 
frontier fort with 
such news that a 
sergeant and six 
men and an ambu- 
lance were ordered 
cat within an* hoar 


to escort and convey the colonel's 
wife down to the railroad. This was 
a trip of forty miles. For the first 
ten miles it was ov«r a level plain, 
then the trail ran through .tha scrub, 
along the foothills, over five mHlerf»qf 
desert, aronnd the south base of the 
mountain and straight down to the 
railroad. It was a hard, rough trail. 
It took the army wagons from three to 
four days to make the forty, miles. 
"We could make it in two if allowed to 
pursue onr way in peace. 
It was 


queer enough that tha colonel should 
come down to us in person as we stood 
beside onr saddle horses, knowing 
nothing of where we were to go or the 
object of the trip, but stranger yet 
that all "military etiquette" should go 
out of his voice and demeanor as he 
•said: 


"Men, I am going to send my wife 


down to the railroad to go East. Yon 
are to be her escort. It is a case of 
life or death, or she would not go. I 
am afraid of the 'Indians and yet I 
think yon will get through all right. 
You are to make the best time possi- 
ble. If attacked—" 


"Wo shall beat them off, sir," re- 


plied Sergeant Gregg, after waiting 
half a minute for the colonel to finish. 


"I hope you can. I can only send 


the seven of yon and a driver. Eight 
men ought to beat off a hundred Indi- 
ans, unless taken in ambush. Be 
watchful and prudent. Sergeant, yon 
are an old Indian fighter. Yon will 
know best what to do. You will get 
away by 1 o'c'ook. Travel as fast as 
yon can and as late as yon can, so' as 
to finish the journey to-morrow. If 
yon are attacked—" 


The colonel did not finish. He 


looked at each man and horse, in- 
spected the ambulance and its pair of 
mules, and with a half nod to as he 
walked away. His wife must go, and, 
owing to details and sickness, no com- 
missioned officer could be sent along. 
If the Indians were out an escort of 
twenty men would cot be too large. 
Only eight of us were to go. 
Had he 


finished his sentence he would have 
aaid: 


"I! attacked and yon are about to 


fall into the hands of the red devils do 
not let my wife be captured alive." 


We understood what he meant, 


though we said nothing to each other. 
3«o matter what he or anyone else 
feared, the little woman was almost 
merry as she took her seat in the am- 
bulance for the start. She trusted us 
to the fullest extent, and that feelingi 
made every man worth three. Oar; 
Lcrses were in fine fettle, and the first 
ten miles were covered in a gallop. 
Then the way became so rough that 
we could only proceed at a walk. We 
•wound through the scrubby cedars aad 
pines to the crest of a low mountain, 
and then descended into Little Valley 
at just 5 o'clock. A dash across the 
valley to the base of Blue Mountain 
would put us in camp for the night. 
We bad progressed famously well, and 
bad not y«t sighted an !&&*&. Three 


different times we had to bridge 
chasms which mountain torrents had 
out out within a week, and twice wo 
had to drag trees and logs out of the 
path before we could go on. 


Nothing had happened when we 


reached the valley, and as we looked 
around us and across it nothing could 
be seen to alarm. We had just taken 
the ropes off the blocked wheels of the 
ambulance when the warwhoop of the 
hostile Indians sounded behind us, 
and we looked back over onr trail to 
catch sight of a hundred, mounted 
warriors bearing down upon us.

"Sergeant Gregg, what 
are yon going to do now?' 


"Take cover, ma'am," he replied, as 


he gave her the military salute. 


"Yes, of course," she said, as she 


looked about. "Did you ever see a 
pair of mules run faster? I might have 
got a shot bat for you men behind. 
There must be nearly a hundred In- 
dians out there, but I guess we> are 
safe enough now." 


She rattled on in that fashion while

It was idle to 
think of pursuing our journey in the 
darkness which would soon close down, 
and before more morning there would 
be plenty of Indians on the trail beyond 
We must take cover and hope to stand 
them off until help arrived, or they 
grew discouraged at the siege.

The sergeant had selected the same 


spot, and in the course of a quarter of 
an hour we were occupying it

such, but it commanded the others. 
It was covered with pines and cedars 
of small growth, and there, was a 
splendid spring right in the crest. If 
the Indians had been fierce in their 
pursuit or crafty in their plans, we 
could not have reached it. it was the 
outbreak of war again with them, and 
they were overcautious.

We used levers 
to loosen bowlders and roll them into 
the circle, and with onr knives we cut 
off limbs and cut down small trees to 
farther strengthen onr fort We got 
the horses into a sort of gaily below 
us and made the position as safe as 
possible,and when daylight came there 
was nothing more to oe done. We had 
about 600 rounds of ammunition, food 
for three days and water was at hand. 


Daybreak found us ready for «n at- 


tack. The colonel'* wife took her 


place, rifle in hand, between two men, 
and for half an hour we expected a 
sudden rush. At the end of that time 
a single warrior appeared to view at 
tha base of the hill, and, iu broken 
English, demanded our surrender. 
The sergeant answered him that we 
were ready for them, an<? at the same 
time fired a shot which rolled the red- 
skin's pony over. Three minutes later 
there was a circle of fire about us. 
Indians had mounted into trees to the 
right and left of us to get a plunging 
fire, and from the tops of two lower 
hilU they poured in their bullets at 
random. We simply crouched down 
behind the rocks and smoked our 
pipes, pleased that they were throwing 
away their cartridges. At the end of 
an hour they ceased firing. Not a 
man of us had been touched, but stray 
bullets bad killed one of the mules 
and wounded two horses. There would 
be a rush now, and as we made ready 
for it the colonel's wife sank down be- 
side me and quietly said: 


"I've tumbled over sage hens and 


jack rabbits, and I ought to be able 
to hit an Indian. Do I look fright- 
ened?" 


"You are as white as a ghost,

So they did. With every painted

Then, soon after two o'clock, and 
without the slightest warning, we were 
charged again, and for three minutes 
it was a wild melee. We fired into 
their very faces as they sprang upon 
the defenses, »nd two warriors were 
shot down inside onr fort, and both 
by the1 colonel's wife. It was their 
final and supreme effort, and well it 
was for us that it was thus. When we 
had beaten them off Sergeant Gregg 
aud another nan lay down, fonr men 
were badly wounded, and they had 
cut onr animals out of the gulch and 
run them oft. Had the attack lasted 
a minute longer, or been renewed, two 
men and a woman would alone have 
opposed it.

On the contrary, the 
old martinet of a colonel took each 
one of us by the hand, breaking over

CLEANLINESS IN DAIEY WOBK. 


Life, it Las been said, is made up o 


little things, and it can be said tha 
dairying is made up the same way—in 
fact, any business is made up of 'little 
things and details, and if these are no 
properly attended to, failure results 


One of the most important details 


of dairying is cleanliness. Thissboult 
be observed from Ibe milking of the 
cows to the packing of the product 
butter especially. 


The daily cleaning of dairy utensils 


is one of the important factors in pro 
mating cleanliness. All the milk in 
or 011 a dairy uteusil should first be 
rinsed off with water far below the 
(scalding point before any water up to 
that point is Used. If scalding water 
is used at the start the milk is cooked 
and then it is almost impossible to re- 
more it from the article—especially 
the creases of seams if any there be. 


If scalding water is used on a milk 


strainer of fine meshes before the milk 
has been rinsed with water of a lower 
temperature the strainer will be about 
as good as ruined and the same will 
result if the milk is allowed to dry in. 
Therefore,^ if the user is not ready to 
rinse off the milk as soon as through 
using let the strainer be put under 
water and left there till it can be 
properly cleaned. 


The cans of portable creameries 


should be kept scrupulously clean. 
This can be easily accomplished if at- 
tended to every time they are emptied 
and the rules above mentioned oj- 
eerved. 


The water and ice tank of a porta- 


ble creamery should be carefully looked 
after. In the first place care should 
be taken to thoroughly rinse off all 
saw-dust that may stick to the ice be- 
fore the latter is placed in the tank. 
Next, be sure when straining the milk 
not to spill any of it into the water. 
But if any gets into it then change 
the water at once—especially during 
warm weather. 


Every dairyman should have a dairy 


room or house, and it should be loca- 
ted where no foul odors would be likely 
to reach it.

Military farrier Pigeon?. 


Following in the footsteps of all the 


other European Governments, England 
has arranged for the use of carrier 
pigeons iu the army. 
In the time ol 


war it is urged that these swift cour- 
iers of the air can be used when rail- 
way, telegraph, messengers and other 
usual means are cut off, and pigeon 
lofts will be established at suitable 
places where they will prove most ef- 
fective. 
In the beginning England 


will have but few birds, but more will 
be added as time and money will per- 
mit. 


Germany has the most complete car- 


rier pigeon service of any country in 
the world. There is hardly a town of 
any importance in the German Empire 
that hasn't a pigeon loft, and the Ger- 
man Emperor annually distributes nu- 
merous prizes for long and rapid 
flights. 
The annual appropriation for 


the pigeons io the army budget if 
about $6000. 
France has more birds 


than Germany and spends $20,000 a 
year ia maintaining them, but they are 
not so well distributed. 
There are 


scores of private lofts in Germany that 
will be at the service of the Govern- 
ment in time of need. France learned 
the value of pigeons daring the siege 
of Paris, when they were used to con- 
vey messages to the scat of govern- 
ment at Tours. Nearly fifty messages 
were successfully despatched during 
the siege, and since then the value of 
the pigeons has not been questioned. 


It seems that carrier pigeons are 


not able to make the speed that is 
popularly supposed. German experts 
say that the average pigeon can fly 
thirty-fire miles as boor and not more. 


A SERVICEABLE HOUND SILO. 


I built and still run the first silo 


built in this section, writes W. I/. Fish, 
of Johnville, Canada. It is a square 
one, but the round silo is far ahead. 
The next silo I had occasion to build 
was a round one. It was eighteen 
feet diameter inside and twenty feet 
high. It was built on hard ground 
underlaid with loose, slaty ledge. 
I 


first leveled the ground in a circle of 
about twenty feet, then cemented a 
circle of about two feet wide around 
the outside so that the circle for the 
silo would strike about the center of 
tha cement 
Stoves were two inches 


thick and six inches wide, common 
spruce well sawn and exact in width 
at each end, and well dried. 
Hoops 


three-quarter inches round iron, each 
in four pieces, with a nut and about 
five inches of thread on each end of 
each piece, making about forty inches 
of thread to each hoop, and were con- 
nected by cast iron couplings made 
for the purpose, which can be got at 
any foundry for about three cents per 
pound. 


I used seven hoops, placing the 


lower one about ten inches from the 
bottom and one about the same dis- 
tance from the top, while the other 
five were equal distance from each 
other. Now for the setting up of the 
silo. First I set up one stava and 
trued it up plumb each way, and 
braced it up thoroughly. Next set up 
fonr to five more about equal distance 
aronnd the circle and braced them 
well. I then drove a strong wire nail 
in thej outside of each about ten 
inches from the ground and another 
nail six or seven feet from the ground. 
These nails I left out of the wood 
about one and a fourth inches to lay 
the hoops on. Each piece of the hoop 
was run in through a common tire 
bender to make it the right circle, and 
then I put them together so as to make 
two hoops to set up our staves in. 
I 


then laid each hoop on tbs nails pro- 
pared for them and commenced to set 
up. 
Each stave, as it was put in 


place, received two two and one-half 
inch wire calls toed in so as to hold it 
close lo the one before it; oae near 
the bottom and oae about seven feet 
up and so on until the staves were all 
n. Then I screwed up the nuts on each 
piece and brought it all up tight; put 
on remainder of hoops and tightened 
all together perfectly tight For 
doors for getting the ensilage out I 
sawed oat boles about eighteen inches 
square, sawing them on a slant so that 
I could use the same pieces for doors; 
cut thrcs doors, one directly above 
another, at intervale of about four 
feet.

A SERVICEABLE HOUND SILO.

I built and still run the first silo 
built in this section, writes W. L. Fjsh, 
of Johnville, Canada. 
It is a square 
one, but the round silo is far ahead. 
The next silo I had occasion to build 
was a round one. 
It was eighteen 
feet diameter inside and twenty feet 
high. 
It was built on hard ground 
underlaid with loose, slaty ledge. 
I 
first leveled the ground iu a circle of 
about twenty feet, then cemented a 
circle of about two feet wide around 
the outside so that the circle for the 
silo would strike about the center of 
the cement. 
Staves were two inches 
thick and six inches wide, common 
spruce well sawn and exact in width 
at each end, and well dried. 
Hoops 
three-quarter inches round iron, each 
in four pieces, with a nut and about 
five inches of thread on oach end of 
each piece, making about forty inches 
of thread to «ach hoop, and wero con­ 
nected by oast iron couplings made 
for tho purpose, which can be got at 
any foundry for about three cents per 
pound. 


I used seven hoops, placing tho 
lower one about ten inches from the 
bottom and one about the same dis­ 
tance from the top, while tho other 
five wero equal distance from eaoh 
other. 
Now for the setting up of the 
silo.

The Cretan Troubles. 


The eastern troubles between Greece 


and Turkey, the latter backed by the 
allied powers of Europe, brings into 
prominence the island of Crete, the 
cause ot the present commotion, which 
promises to set the continent aflame 
and let loose the dogs of war at almost 
any moment. Crete is called by the 
Italians, Candia, and by the Turks, 
Kriti, and is an island 156 miles long 
and from seven to 35 miles wide, lying 
about 60 miles south of Greece and no 
miles from Cape Krio, in Asia Minor. 
It has an area of 3,326 square miles, or 
about two-thirds the size of the State 
of Connecticut, and is one of the larg- 
est islands in the Mediterranean sea. 


The island is a famous spot in his- 


tory. 
By the ancient Greeks it was 


considered as the birthplace of the gods 
and the home of Zens. 
In poetry 


Homer made it famous, and the early 
Christian missionaries, Paul and Titus 
visited it. 
Its ancient inhabitants 


were of Greek origin and a maratime 
people, rivaling the Phoenicians in the 
Mediterranean commerce. 
Its cities 


were centers of ancient learning and 
commercial progress. Crete maintained 
its independence until 67 B.C., when it 
was conquered by the Romans. It was 
occupied in succession by the Saracens 
and various Greek emperors after the 
establishment ot Constantinople until 
1205 A.D., when it fell into the hands 
of the Venetians, who held possession 
about 450 years. In 1669 it was taken 
from Venice by the Turks and has since 
been subject to the Porte, although 
during the Greek revolution from 1830 
to 1840 the viceroy of Egypt ruled by 
order of the European powers. It has 
had several revolutions, notably those 
of 1859, 1866 and in 1868 when the 
greater freedom was granted to the 
island. Since that time the Turkish 
domination has been little more than 
nominal. 
The present governor is a 


Roman Catholic, and a native of Al- 
banca. The island has a population 
of probably 200,000 people. 
The 


chief products of the islaud are wheat, 
fruits, olive oil and wool. 


The present trouble is due to the his- 


toric antagonism of Greece and Turkey, 
and an uprising of the Christians 
against Turkish oppression, and.it has 
become a passion with the Hellenic 
people to redeem the island from Mos- 
lem rule. It is hard to conjecture the 
result of a war between Greece and 
Turkey. 
Left to themselves the Turks 


by superior numbers may overpower 
the brave and dauntless Greeks, but 
the trouble may evennally involve all 
Europe in a conflict, the result of which 
no eye can forsee. The Greek army, 
on a wai footing, numbers 209,000 men, 
while that of Turkey numbers 867,000. 
Greece has, however, the more power- 
ful navy, the Turkish navy having fall- 
en into decay. Naturally American 
sympathy is with plucky little Greece 
and the outraged 
and 
straggling 


Chrstians of Crete, and the outcome 
of the present troubles will be watched 
with no little interest from this side of 
the great ocean, with the hope that 
Greece may come out ot the contest 
with unsullied honor and Crete attain 
her deliverance from the Turk.

Less than 
half an hour before his demise he was on 
his way from the church to his parson- 
age, when he fell to the roadside uncon- 
scious. He was taken to his home,where 
he died without having regained con- 
sciousness. 


The Rev. Mr. Wire was a son of the 


late Peter |and Louise Wire, and was 
born at Lovettsville, Ya., about 60 years 
ago. He has been pastor of St. John's 
church Littlestown, for about nine years. 
He is survived by a wife and one daugh- 
ter. Miss Lulu, who resides at home. 


The funeral takes place this, Thursday, 


afternoon at 2 o'clock. Services in St. 
John's church. The remains will be tak- 
en to Lovettsville, Ya., for interrment. 


ID giving out its monthly statement 


for April i the treasury department es- 
timates the population of the United 
States at 72,547,000, and the circula- 
tion of money per capita, based on 
that estimate, is stated at 123.01. This 
is a gain of more than 9000,000 since 
September i, 1896, when the popula- 
tion was estimated at 71,645,000, and 
the circulation per capita at $21.48. 
On the first of September the total 
amount in circulation, all kinds of 
money, was $1,539,634,000. On the 
ist of April it was $1,669,000,694. 
During March there was a net decrease 
in circulation of 16,694,259, and a net 
increase in the treasury of £7,898,492. 
The figures, taken in connection with 
current circumstances, such as the 
large amounts paid for duties in March, 
lor instance, seem to show that the 
currency is sufficiently elastic for the 
needs of the people, though it may be 
that a large volume would prove useful 
in expediting business.—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

The Cretan Troubles. 


The eastern troubles between Greece 
and Turkey, the latter backed by the 
allied powers ot Europe, brings into 
prominence the island of Crete, the 
cause 01 the present commotion, which 
promises to set the continent aflame 
and let loose the dogs of war at almost 
any moment. 
Crete is called by the 
Italians, Caudia, and by the Turks, 
Kriti, and is an island 156 miles long 
and from seven to 35 miles wide, lying 
about 60 miles south of Greece and n o 
miles from Cape Krio, in Asia Minor. 
It has an area of 3,326 square miles, or 
about two-thirds the size of the State 
of Connecticut, and is one of the larg­ 
est islands in the Mediterranean sea. 


The island is a famous spot in his­ 
tory. 
By the ancient Greeks it was 
considered as the birthplace of the gods 
and the home of Zens. 
In poetry 
Homer made it famous, and the early 
Christian missionaries, Paul and Titus 
visited it. 
Its ancient inhabitants 
were of Greek origin and a maratime 
people, rivaling the Phoenicians in the 
Mediterranean commerce. 
Its cities 
were centers of ancient learning and 
commercial progress. Crete maintained 
its independence until 67 B.C., when it 
was conquered by the Romans. It was 
occupied in succession by the Saracens 
and various Greek emperors after the 
establishment ot Constantinople until 
1205 A.D., when it fell into the hands 
of the Venetians, who held possession 
about 450 years. 
In 1669 it was taken 
from Venice by the Turks and has since 
been subject to the Porte, although 
during the Greek revolution from 1830 
to 1840 the viceroy of Egypt ruled by 
order ot the European powers. 
It has 
had several revolutions, notably those 
of 1859, 1866 and in 1868 when the

Less than 
half an hour before his demise he was on 
his way from the cburch to his parson­ 
age, when he fell to the roadside uncon­ 
scious. Ho was taken to his home,where 
ho died without having regained con­ 
sciousness. 


The Rev. Mr. Wire was a son of the 
late Peter [and Louise Wire, and was 
bora at Lovettsvillc, VaM about 60 years 
ago. He has been pastor of St. John’s 
church Littlestown, for about nine years. 
He is survived by a wife and one daugh­ 
ter, Miss Lulu, who resides at home. 


The funeral takes place this, Thursday, 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. Services in St. 
John’s church. The remains will be tak­ 
en to Lovettsvillc, Va., for interrment.

greater freedom was granted to the 
island. 
Since that time the Tutkish 
domination has been little more than 
nominal. 
The present governor is a 
Roman Catholic, and a native of Al- 
banca. 
The island has a population 
of probably 200,000 people. 
The 
chief products of the island are wheat, 
fruits, olive oil and wool. 


The present trouble is due to the his­ 
toric antagonism of Greece and Turkey, 
and an uprising 
of the Christians 
against Turkish oppression, and it has 
become a passion with the Hellenic 
people to redeem the island from Mos­ 
lem rule. 
It is hard to conjecture the 
result of a war between Greece and 
Turkey. 
Left to themselves the Turks 
by superior numbers may overpower 
the brave and dauntless Greeks, but 
the trouble may evenually involve all 
Europe in a conflict, the result oi which 
no eye can forsee. 
The Greek army, 
on a wat looting, numbers 209,000 men, 
while that ot Turkey numbers 867,000. 
Greece has, however, the more power­ 
ful navy, the Turkish navy having fall­ 
en into decay. 
Naturally American 
sympathy is with plucky little Greece 
and the 
outraged 
and 
struggling 
Chrstians of Crete, and the outcome 
of the present troubles will be watched 
with no little interest from this side of 
the great ocean, with the hope that 
Greece may come out ot the contest 
with unsullied honor and Crete attain 
her deliverance from the Turk. 


In giving out its monthly statement 
for April 1 the treasury department es­ 
timates the population of the United 
States at 72,547,000, and the circula* 
tion of money per capita, based on 
that estimate, is stated at $23.01. This 
is a gain of more than 9000,000 since 
September 1,1896, when the popula 
tion was estimated at 71,645,000, and 
the circulation per capita at £21.48. 
On the first of September the total 
amount in circulation, all kinds of 
money, was $ 1,5 39,634,000. 
On the 
1st of April it was $1,669,000,694. 
During March there was a net decrease 
in circulation of $6,694,259, and a net 
increase in the treasury of $7,898,492. 
The figures, taken in connection with 
current circumstances, such as the 
large amounts paid for duties in March, 
lor instance, seem to show that the 
currency is sufficiently elastic for the 
needs of the people, though it may be 
that a large volume would prove useful 
in expediting business,—'Philadelphia 
Ledger.

City Chapter of the Daughters of the

THBB8HED CHAPP. 


Farmers who thresh oats by hand in 


winter find tbat the oat chaff is much 
more readily eaten by stock than is 
the same straw and chaff threshed by 
the machine some months before. It 
is not altogether, because the hand 
threshing leaves more of the grain 
with the chaff, though that is quite 
likely to be the fact. 
The chaff new- 


ly threshed is in much better condi- 
tion than old chaff can be, especially 
if it has been exposed to the weather. 
There is probably no part ot the straw 
stack so sure to be wet into as under 
the,carrier, where the chaff mostly 
remains. It is apt to be tramped 
solid in stacking, and as the chaff is 
more porous than straw, it takes the 
water from rains and rots quickly. 


TtANTING BEANS AND POTATOES. 


The rule to plant beans with the 


eye down may answer with very late 
planting, but it is not to be recom- 
mended while tbe soil is cool and 
moist in the early spring. 
The bean 


is very impatient of wet or cold, and 
is more likely to rot with its eye 
turned down than when the eye 'is 
turned toward light, air and warmth. 
On the other band, potatoes which 
somebody has advised to be planted 
with the cut side down ought ilways 
to be planted exactly the other way. 
The potato likes cool and moist soil, 
and its roots grow all the stronger 
while the shoot starts from under the 
cut piece, and then turns upward to 
the light. 
Twenty years or more ngo 


we made a careful experiment in 
planting potatoes, having four rows, 
two of which were planted cut side up 
and tbe other two the reverse. 
The 


rows were close toge'her, and the po- 
tatoes which had to start and turn in 
tbe soil betore coming to the surface 
bad all the season stronger vines and 
in the fall yielded more marketable 
potatoes than did the others. Tbe 
vines also kept green longer, because 
the roots starting under the potato 
set got firmer hold on the soil than 
wben they started nearer the surface.

NEWLY THRESHED CHAFF. 


Farmers who thresh oats by hand in 
winter find that the oat chaff is much 
more readily eaten by stock than is 
the same straw and chaff threshed by 
the machine some months before. 
It 


ìb not altogether because the hand 
threshing leaves more of the grain 
with the chaff, though that is quite 
likely to be the fact. 
The chaff new­ 
ly threshed is in much better condi­ 
tion than old chaff can be, especially 
if it has been exposed to the weather. 
There is probably no part oi the straw 
stack so sure to be wet into as under 
tho , carrier, where the chaff mostly 
remains. 
It is apt to be tramped 
solid in stacking, and as the chaff is 
more porous than straw, it takes tho 
water from rains and rots quickly. 


TLASTISQ BEANS AND POTATOES. 


The rule to plant beans with the 
eye down may answer with very late 
planting, but it is not to be recom­ 
mended while the soil is cool and 
moist in the early spring. 
The bean 
is very impatient of wet or cold, and 
is more likely to rot with its eye 
turned down than when the eye is 
turned toward light, air and warmth. 
On the other hand, potatoes which 
somebody has advised to be planted 
with the cut side down ought Always 
to he planted exactly the other way. 
The potato likes cool and moist soil, 
and its roots grow all the stronger 
while the shoot starts from under tho 
cut piece, and then 1urns upward to 
the light. 
Twenty years or more ago 
we made a caret'ut experiment m 
planting potatoes, having four rows, 
two of which were planted cut Bide up 
and the other two the reverse. 
The 
rows were close together, and the po­ 
tatoes which had to start and turn in 
the soil betore coming to the surface 
had all the season stronger vines and 
in the fall yielded more marketable 
potatoes than did the others. 
The 
vines also kept green longer, because 
the roots starting under the potato 
set got firmer hold on the soil than 
when they started nearer the surface.

SALT FOR HOUSES. 


A storv “ with a moral to it”—with 
two morals in fact—is told by F. B. 
Terry, grango lecturer* as tollows*': 


The horses in a certain place were 
many of them ailing. 
They were not 
doing well; hair looked rough, and 
still they didn't seem to have any dis­ 
ease. 
The doctor was puzzled for 
some time. 
At last he happened to 
find out that they did not believe in 
salting horses. 
It was a common cus­ 
tom not to. 
Then the mystery was 
solvod. But, of course, he did not tell 
the truth, and to go home and give 
them salt regularly, and they would 
be all right. That wouldn’t have gone 
down. 
So he quietly fixed up a pound 
or two of salt iu a package and colored 
it with red clay and told a man just 
how to feed it daily, and how much to 
a horse. 
Soon the horse was better, 
and the doctor’s fame rose, and he 
often took in S3 to $5 a day for bis 
medicine, and hundreds of dollars in 
the aggregate.

E A ST E K E U U LORE. 


Curious Customs the OrlRlh of Which 
is Jjost in Antiquity. 


Tho distribution of eggs at Easter 
has descended to us from the greatebt 
of the Chinese Spring: festivals, inau­ 
gurated more than seven hundred 
years before the Christian era. 


The custom was particularly popular 
during the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries1 in England, 
The Pope sent 
Henry VIII. an Easter egg in a silver 
case. 


In Russia it is common to exchange 
visits and eggs on Easter day. 


In Italy dishes of eggs are sent to 
tho priests to be blessed, after which 
they ore carriod homo and placed m 
the center of the table. 


In Spain and Germany the eggs are 
not blessed, but they are highly col­ 
ored and are distributed among callers 
to be eaten or taken away according 
to the taste of the individual. 


The custom, in one form or another, 
exists among the Jews, Greeks, Turks 
and Persians. 


“Paas” was the ancient name for 
Easter, and the eggs were often called 
“pace,” 4<pach” or “ paas” eggs. 


In Scotland eggs are taken to church 
to be bleseed. 
They are afterwards 
distributed among the members of the 
household and are either eaten or saved 
as keepsakes. 


The decoration of ordinary eggs 
originated in England. 
Gilding tho 
shells was the first step. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by the addition of ribbons, pic

Mtking a Gallant Fight Against 
Their Powerful Foes. 


I 
liOndon. April 21.—On good authority 
the Associated Press Is Informed that 
thc^ war between Greece and Turkey 
will not affect the situation in Crete. 
Thé powers» having: guaranteed 
the 
safety of the Mussulman population 
there, will continue their efforts to 
pacify the Island and endow it with 
autonomy. 


The omclals of the Turkish embassy 
here believe from the wording of Ed- 
hem Pasha's dispatches to the Turkish 
government that the Greeks wUl make 
no great stand until the Turks reach 
Larissa, where the main battle, it is 
thought, will be fought. This seofns 
probable, as Prince Constantin, 
the 
Greek commander-in-chief, 
has 
left 
Tyrnavo for Larissa. 


A dispatch from Mllouna Pass sitys: 
Active preparations for a general ad- 
vance have been In progress since day- 
break yesterday. During Monday night 
• the Greeks established themselves on 
' the last height near Tyrnavo, opposite 
the position which the Turks captured 
Monday evening. Nechat Pasha open- 
ed the attack upon this position yes- 
terday with a brisk firing from behind 
the defenses. The combatants 
have 
not yet come Into close quarters. 
The 
Greeks brought up several pieces of 
artillery, which were speedily silenced. 


Edem Pasha has wired the sultan 
that he gained several notable victories 
on Monday, occupying all the fortified 
positions commanding Tyrnavo. He re- 
ports that the Greeks evacuated their 
Intrenched camp, leaving behind 30 
cases of cartridges and many 
rifles. 
The Turks, he says, have retaken Vel- 
lisko, which the Greeks surprised and 
captured on the first day of the fron- 
tier aggression. 


Late dispatches from Athens 
say: 
News has just reached here that the 
Greeks, after a desperate battle, have 
captured and burned Damasi. Another 
divlBtOB of the Greek troops. It is re- 
ported, has traversed the Reveni Pass 
and captured three blockhouses. This 
division has almost reached Damasi, 
where it will effect a union with the 
force that captured the town. The 20,- 
000 troops under General Smolenltz dis- 
played the greatest bravery. 


Keveni lies 12 miles northwest of La- 
rissa. Edhem 
Pasha, 
with 
a 
force 
variously estimated at from 10,000 to 
14,000 troops, led seven assaults against 
it on Monday, but all were repulsed by 
the Greeks. Crown Prince Constantin 
has telegraphed that the Turks at that 
point were completely and finally re- 
pulsed. 


The exact situation at Tyrnavo is 
somewhat in doubt. The news from 
that point is conflicting. But there Is no 
confirmation of the 
rumor that 
the 
place has been captured by the Turks. 
"What seems to have happened is that 
Tyrnavo was evacuated In order to 
send troops forward to Keveni, and 
was then reoccupled by troops returm- 
Ing from Mllouna. 


A dispatch from Arta says that J,000 
Greeks have crossed the frontier at 
BanI, and a severe artillery duel has 
been in progress since Monday. 
The 
Greek artillery have silenced the Turk- 
ish 
Imrauet 
fort, commanding 
the 
town. Two attempts by the Turks to 
cross the river were repulsed. 
There 
has been brisk artillery and Infantry 
firing along the line for about 
five 
miles. Two Greek ofllcers and many 
Turks have been killed. 


The news of the capture of Damasi 
puts a new complexion upon the situa- 
tion on the frontier, is a great encour- 
agement to the 
Greek 
government, 
and Is likely to have the most exhilar- 
ating effect upon the spirits of the 
Greek soldiers, who had been greatly 
depressed by 
the 
reverses of 
their 
troops at Mllouna Pass, This success, 
and the fact that the fall of Prevesa 
seems imminent, virtually offsets the 
calamity at Mllouna, If the Greek di- 
visions effect a union at Damasi, as is 
expected, there is almost nothing in 
the way of their prompt advance to 
Elassona. 


If Tyrnavo falls into the hands of 
JSdhem Pasha and the Turkish troops 
sweep down upon the plain and ad- 
vance to Larissa to meet the force con- 
centrated there under the crown prince 
they will be between the grand divis- 
ions of the Greek army. This seems 
to have been 
the 
object of 
Greek 
strategy, 


Should the Greeks succeed- in re- 
ducing the forts at Prevesa, as now 
seems probable, and in occupying the 
town with the large land force, co- 
operating with the bombarding war- 
shli)S, the road to Janlna would be 
open and the Turkish troops la Bpireus 
placed at thd most, serious disadvant- 
abe. 


The strategic vaiue of Praresa to 
the Turklch division in Albania is that 
30 loag as it remains in the hands of 
the 'i^rks it makes possible a steady 
line fit munitions and food supplies. 
Wiih' Prevet^a lii 
the 
hands of 
the 
Greeks this line would be promptly 
cut, aa<3 it,would be practically Impos- 
sible to revlctual the Turkish troops by 
the loiiij la/id r,auta tiirpuiiJj Wiuftr 


troops could be reYiotualed by sea. 


The death of Xaft« Pasha, the Turk- 
ish commander, who was killed in the 
fighting which took place in the Mll- 
ouna Pass on Saturday, is greatly la- 
mented. He was 80 years of age, and, 
while advancing at the head of his ! 
troops, was urged to dismount and rest. | 
The old pasha replied; "During the 
Russian war I never dismounted, and 
why should I do so now?" Soon after- 
ward Hafiz Pasha v/as wounded in the 
arm, but he still remained in the sad- 
dle. Later a second bullet struck him 
on the hand, but yet the old warrior 
refused to retire. Finally a third bul- 
let broke the gallant pacha's spine, 
and he rolled from his saddle dead.

Plttfburg, Anrll 17.—The legislative 
committee that is Investigating 
the 
condition of the minors of the Pitts- 
burg district completed Its second day 
of personal inspection among the min- 
ers yesterday. When the work was fin- 
ished the members of the committee 
made the statement that no such suf- 
fering was ever known by them to 
exist before, and they are well con- 
vinced that something must be done, 
and at once, to alleviate ^he condition 
of the unfortunate thousands who are 
in the district. 


The territory that was inspected was 
in and about Banning, on the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie railroad, about iQ 
miles above Pittsburg, The miners are 
unable to make more than a dollar a 
day at the outside, and very more fre- 
quently their pay for the day is from 
25 to 60 cents. 
The greater part of 
these employes are foreigners, there 
being but ten American born families 
In the entire number. 


Alongside the depot Is a row of sheds, 
one story high and built of unplaned 
boards. The building is about 100 feet 
long by 12 feet deep. It is divided Into 
three departments, for each of which 
the inhabitants pay $6 per month to 
the 
company. 
The shed 
stands 
on 
j)osts, and a small lake of foul water 
covers the ground under it. In this 
building 100 people live. In the winter 
time, it is said, four of them would 
lie In a bed, place a cover over them- 
selves, and as many more lay on top 
of them, their heads In the opposite di- 
rection. 
When the weather is warm 
enough their bed Is on the floor. Bread 
and water forms the greater part of 
their food, with canned sardines and 
cheese occasionally as luxuries. 


A little further up the stream are a 
number of frame buildings which an- 
swer the purpose of houses. There is 
absolutely no drainage, and under each 
house a pool of stagnant water stands 
the year round. All the 
refuse 
Is 
dumped Into the little stream, and a 
spring on one side of It is the only place 
for the miners and their families to se- 
cure water. There 
has 
been 
much 
sickness and a number of deaths late- 
ly, all of which are blamed on the sur- 
roundings. 


After leaving the settlement in and 
about Banning the committee went to 
Jacob's Creek, baout three miles below 
Banning, where the Darr mines of Os- 
borne & Sager are located. The condition 
of the miners here Is worse, If any- 
thing, than at the mines at Banning. 
The men work from three to four days 
a week, but the wages they receive are 
so small that they can scarcely manage 
to exist. The greater part of the min- 
ers are foreigners, with a good sprink- 
ling of Americans, and some negroes. 


The company 
owns the 
miserable 
hovels which shelter the Inhabitants. 
One of the most wretched Is a shed 
about 18 by 12 feet. For this hovel the 
company receives $4 per month, and It 
would cost about $25 to build it. 
The 
occupants of these houses are Peter 
Jones, his wife and child and eight 
"boarders." Where these 11 persons 
manage to find room enough to stretch 
out at night Is a mystery. Inside there 
was a varied assortment of furniture, 
for the cooking, eating and sleeping is 
all done In one room, 


"We Just manage to live," said Mrs. 
Jones, "but If it wasn't for the board- 
ers that we keep Peter could not make 
enough In the mines to keep us from 
starvation."

CLKANTILXESS IN DAIRY "SVORK, 


Life, it has been said, is made up of 
little things, and it can be said that 
dairying is made up the sime war—in 
fact, any bueiness is mado up of little 
things ond detail?, and if Ihese are not 
properly attended to, failure results. 


One of tho most important details 
of dairying iscleanlineas. 
This should 
be observed from the milking of the 
cows to the packing of the product- 
butter especially. 


The daily cleaning of dairy utensils 
is one of the important factors in pro- 
moting cleanlmoss. 
All the milk in 
or on a dairy utensil should first be 
rinsed off with water far below tho 
scalding point before any water up to 
that point is Used, 
If scalding water 
is used at the start the milk is cooked 
and then it is almost impossible to re- 
move it from the article—especially 
the creases of seams if any there be. 


If scalding water is used on a milk 
strainer of fine meshes before the milk 
has been rinsed with water of a lower 
temperature the strainer will be about 
as good as ruined and the same will 
result if the milk is allowed to dry in. 
Therefore, if the user is not ready to 
rinse off the milk as soon as throu£;h 
using let the strainer be put under 
water and left there till it can bo 
properly cleaned. 


The cans of portable 
creameries 
should be kept scrupulously cleau. 
This can be easily accomplished if at- 
tended to every time they are emptied 
and the rules above mentioned OJ- 
served. 


The water and ice tank of a porta- 
ble creamery should be carefully looked 
after. 
In tho first place care should 
be taken to thoroughly rinse off all 
Haw-dust that may stick to the ice be- 
fore the latter is placed in the tank. 
Next, be sure when fttrfiining the milk 
not to spill any of it into the water. 
But if any gets into it then change 
the water at oncc—especially durmg 
warm weather. 


Every dairyman should have a dairy 
room or houte, wnd it should bo loca- 
ted where no foul odors would be likely 
to reach it. 


That cleanliness is next to Godliness 
is especially true when applied to dairy- 
ing,—Western Rural.

scores of private lofts in Germany that 
will be at the eervice of the Govern- 
ment in time of need. 
France learned 
the value of ¡pigeons during the siege 
of Parie, when they were used to con- 
vey messages to the seat of govern- 
ment at Tours, 
Nearly fifty messages 
were euccessfully desi^atched during 
tho eioge, and since then the value of 
the xMgeons ha? not been questioned.

A SERVICEABLE KOUND SILO. 


I built and still run the first silo 
built in this section, writes W. L. Fjsh, 
of Johnville, Canada. 
It is a square 
one, but the round silo is far ahead. 
The next silo I had occasion to build 
was a round one. 
It was eighteen 
feet diameter inside and twenty feet 
high. 
It was built on hard ground 
underlaid with loose, slaty ledge. 
I 
first leveled the ground in a circle of 
about twenty feet, then cemented a 
circle of about two feet wide around 
the outside so that the circle for the 
fiilo would strike about the center of 
the cement. 
Staves were two inches 
thick and six inches wide, common 
spruce well sawn and exact in width 
at each end, and well dried. 
Hoops 
three-quarter inches round iron, each 
in four pieces, with a nut and about 
five inches of thread on oach end of 
each piece, making about forty inches 
of thread to «ach hoop, and were con- 
nected by cast iron couplings made 
for tho purpose, which can be got at 
any foundry for about three cents per 
23oand. 


I used seven hoops, placing 
the 
lower one about ten inches from the 
bottom and ono about the same dis- 
tance from the top, while the other 
five were equal distance from each 
other. 
Now for the setting up of the 
silo. 
First I set up one £tavo and 
trued it up plumb each way, 
and 
braced it up thoroughly. 
Next set up 
four to five more about equal distance 
around the circle and braced 
them 
well. 
I then drove a strong wire nail 
in thej outside of each about ten 
inches from tho ground and another 
nail six or Boven foet from the ground. 
These nails I left out of the wood 
about ono and a fourth inches to lay 
the hoops on. Each pieco of the hoop 
was run in through a common tiro 
bender to make it the right circle, and 
then I put them together eoas to make 
two hoops to set up our staves in. 
I 
then laid each hoop on the nails pro- 
pared for them and commenced to get 
up. 
Each btave, as it was pnt in 
place, received two two and one-haU 
inch wire nails toed in so as to hold it 
close to the one before it; 
one near 
the bottom and one about seven feet 
up and 60 on until tho staves were all 
in. Then I screwed up tho nuts on each 
pieco and brought it all up tight; put 
on remainder of hoops and tightened 
all 
together 
perfectly 
tight. 
For 
doors for getting the ensilage out, I 
eawed out holes about eighteen inches 
square, sawing them on a slant so that 
I could use the same pieces for doorjs;

Butter making has an advantage of 
milk selling in that tho skim milk ia 
valuable on the farm as a food for the 
cattle, pigs and poultry. 


A great advance in theory and fact 
has been made over the old notion 
that good beeves could not be made 
before they are four years old. 
Bet- 
ter blood, breeding and management 
now make them most profitable at half 
that age. 


A consensus of opinion among poul- 
try keepers is that buckwheat is aa 
excollent food for fowls. Some ascribe 
their profit to its use, briefiy. 
Of 
course, this means that all the other 
onditionsof care and food are prop- 
erly supplied. 


Old sheep aro more profitable than 
young ones as long as they are healthy. 
It is claimed by some that any sheep 
failing to regain her flesh properly 
after her lamb is sold should not be 
kept, as there is danger of her not 
living through the next lambing. 


No animal upon the farm reqtiires 
so long a time to overcome the effects 
of over feeding as does the sheep, and 
when a steady gain is necessary in 
fattening special care must be taken 
in regard to this point. 
There is th® 
same risk in feeding growing iambs. 


Some have tho mistaken notion that 
when poultry are being 
fitted 
for 
market, stuffing should be commenced 
at the start, but this is not the con- 
rlusiou of experience. 
The feeding 
for fattening should be gradually in- 
creased. 
Care ami good sense are re- 
quisite for the best results. 


For several seasons it is moro de- 
sirable to have colts come in tho fall 
than in the spring. It is no little item 
that they are not so worried by flies 
and heat. 
They seem to stand the 
change better when weaned at 
the 
springing of the grass than if taken 
from their mothers in the autumn. 


In a comparison of corn meal and 
corn meal mixed with cotton seed a« 
food for steers, recently made at the 
Oklahoma -Experimental S:)tfttion, H, 
was found that some of the steers 
seemed to 
dislike the cotton 
seed 
while others ate it readily. 
Tho lot 
fed corn meal ate more and gained 
more than did those fed the mixture. 


It is claimed that the scab in sheep 
has been completely wiped out in 
Australia by persistent use of 
hot 
baths of sulphur and tobacco, followed 
by one of sulphur and quicklime, at a 
temperature of 110 degrees. 
What- 
ever the apparent condition of an im- 
ported sheep, it must go into the bath. 
There is no more scab, but it has been 
eradicated at great cost. 


There are on almost all farms some 
bits of land naturally as good as the 
rest that remain unproductive for lack 
of capital. 
It may not be more profit- 
able to bring these into productive- 
ness than It is to put the bulk of the 
manure and labor on the best land, 
but it makes tho farm look better. 
Quite often when these places are too 
stony for cropping trees planted there 
will prove the best use sach places can 
bo mado to serve. 


Bur Gra]>c Fruit fur Oranges. 


"There are a great many people who 
buy grape fruit thinking that they are 
getting nice, largo oranges. 
As soon 
ao they bite into tho fruit and flnd a 
bitter taste a complaint of swinoling 
immediately goes up. 
They think 
that they have had palmed off on them 
oranges uniit to oat," said a fruit 
dealer 
yesterday. 
"Now, 
about 
twenty years ago," whon tho ohaddock, 
as tho grape fruit was then called, waa 
being introduced to Amorioans Irom 
China, whero it was known aa the po- 
malo, fakirs were about the only per- 
eons who would 
handle the fruit. 
They sold them for oranges, and there 
was no limit to tho number of people 
»vho were deceived. 
Fruit dealer» 
found it an advantage not to handle 
them very extensively. 
Since then, 
however, the fruit has become much 
more desirable through soientific cul- 
tivation—and it is eaten generolly. 
It 
is a good appetizer and is a line thing 
for persons troubled with malaria, 


"The fruit ia called giape fruit be- 
cauBo it grows in clusters like grapes. 
The clusters contijin between ninety 
and 100 pieces of the fruit, each of 
which averages about a pound in 
weight, 
fSo, you see, it takea a pretty 
strong branch to hold even one bunch. 
The Florida fruit is tho finest grown. 
It is sold at $15 a box of three dozen. 
Jahfornia stock is pretty, but muohol 
it dry. 
It goes at JJb and $10 a box. 
The Jamaica grape fruit ia sold at $6 
box.

A few raisins added toward the close 
of the boiling impart an improved tia- 
vor. 
Bugar, lemon juicc, nutmeg and 
spice are someUmeá addeti to improve

With beef tea oatmeal 
gruel is of value in the tick room, and 
the two are combine 1 in this manner: 
Mix two tabltfspoonfuls of 
oatmeal 
with two of cold water, arid io a pint

hot. 


Uatmeal water is prepared by boil- 
ing oatmeal in C0Q8ideriit)le water and 
straining it. 
Added to the milk given 
bottle-ied babies, it prevents coagnla- 
tion of the caseine of the milk in 
Jarge, firm curds, and is also mildly 
laxative. 
A Iittlu salt bhould be ad- 
ded to the water vrhiie boiling,—De- 
troit Free Prest.

The Creían 
Troubles. 


The eastern troubles between Greece 
and Turkey, the latter backed by the 
allied powers ot Europe, brings into 
prominence the island of Crete, the 
cause 0! the present commotion, which 
promises to set the continent aflame 
and let loose the dogs of war at almost 
any moment, 
Crete is called by the 
Italians, Candia, and by the Turks, 
Kriti, and is an island 156 miles long 
and from seven to 35 miles wide, lying 
about 60 miles south of Greece and 110 
miles from Cape Krio, in Asia Minor. 
It has an area of 3,326 square miles, or 
about two-thirds the size of the State 
of Connecticut, and is one of the larg- 
est islands in the Mediterranean sea. 


The island is a famous spot in his- 
tory. 
By the ancient Greeks it was 
considered as the birthplace of the gods 
and the home of Zens. 
In poetry 
Homer made it famous, and the early 
Christian missionaries, Paul and Tilus 
visited 
it. 
Its ancient 
inhabitants 
were of Greek origin and a maratime 
people, rivaling the Phoenicians in the 
Mediterranean commerce. 
lis cities 
were centers of ancient learning and 
commercial progress. Crete maintained 
its independence until 67 B.C., when it 
was conquered by the Romans. It was 
occu|)ied in succession by the Saracens 
and various Greek emperors after the 
establishment ol Constantinople until 
1205 A.D., when it fell into the hands 
of the Venetians, who held possession 
about 450 years. 
In 1669 it was taken 
from Venice by the Turks and h&s since 
been subject to the Porte, although 
during the Greek revolution from 1830 
to 1840 the viceroy of Egypt ruled by 
order ot the European powers. 
It has 
had several revolutions, notably those 
of 1859, 1866 and in 1868 when the 
greater freedom was granted to the 
island. 
Since that time the Tuikish 
domination has been little more than 
nominal. 
The present governor is a 
Roman Catholic, and a native of Al- 
banca. 
The island has a population 
of 
probably 200,000 
people. 
The 
chief products of the island are wheat, 
fruits, olive oil and wool. 


The present trouble is due to the his- 
toric antagonism of Greece and Turkey, 
and an uprising 
of the 
Christians 
against Turkish oppression, and it has 
become a passion with the Hellenic 
people to redeem the island from Mos- 
lem rule. 
It is hard to conjecture the 
result of a war between Greece and 
Turkey. 
Left to themselves the Turks 
by superior numbers may overpower 
the brave and dauntless Greeks, but 
the trouble may evenually involve all 
Europe in a conflict, the result of which 
no eye can forsee. 
The Greek army, 
on a wai looting, numbers 209,000 men, 
while that of Turkey numbers 867,000. 
Greece has, however, the more power- 
ful navy, the Turkish navy having fall- 
en into decay. 
Naturally American 
sympathy is with plucky little Greece 
and 
the 
outraged 
and 
struggling 
Chrstians of Crete, and the outcome 
of the present troubles will be watched 
with no little interest from this side of 
the great ocean, with the hope that 
Greece may come out ot the contest 
with unsullied honor and Crete attain 
her deliverance from the Turk.

Sudden CDeaih of <Rev. Lehman* 
Just before going to press we learn of 
the sudden death of Rev. Joseph Leh- 
man, of Mount Morris, 111., his death oc- 
curring at Washington, D. 0., on Tues 
day evening, Rev. Lehman was a Dunk- 
ard minister, and prcached two sermons 
at Washington on Sunday. 
He was the 
step-father of Mrs. Dr, Clayton Holling- 
er, of Abbottstown. At the the time of 
his death he was on his way homo from 
Hawthorne, Florida, where ho usually 
spent the winter months. He was about 
67 years of age. 


In giving out its monthly statement 
for April I the treasury department es- 
timates the population of the United 
States at 72,547,000, and the circula- 
tion of money per capita, based on 
that estimate, is stated at $23.01, This 
is a gain of more than 9000,000 since 
September i , 1896, when the popula- 
tion was estimated at 71,645,000, and 
the circulation per capita at I21.48. 
On the first of September the total 
amount in circulation, all kinds of 
money, was >1,539,634,000. 
On the 
ist of April it was 
ii,669,000,694. 
During March there was a net decrease 
in circulation of >6,694,259, and a net 
increase in the treasury of >7,898,492. 
The figures, taken in connection with 
current 
circumstances, such 
as the 
large amounts paid for duties in March, 
tor instance, seem to show that the 
currency is sufficiently elastic for the 
needs of the people, though it may be 
that a large volume would prove useful 
in expediting 
business.—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

A SCHOIiAKSHIP IN HIBTOnY.

history, participants limited to mem- 
bers of the chapter, to take place once 
every two years before a committee ap- 
pointed by authorities of Barnard and, 
probably, Columbia College.

years, the highest course in American 
history taught by Barnard or Colum- 
bia College. 
At tho end of the two 
years said member to receive from 
tho autborities of either or both of 
tho aforementioned colleges a certi- 
licate setting forth her ability to teach 
American history in any college or 
school in the world.

per annum is to be devoted by the 
New York Chapter to this purpose, 
tho chapter paymg that sum for two 
consecutive years to the member sue 
cessful in the competitive examina- 
tion held as above stated.—New York 
Times.

threshing leaves more of the grain 
with the chaff, though that is quite 
likely to be the fact. 
The chaff new- 
ly threshed is in mnch better condi- 
tion than old chaff can be, especially 
if it has been exposed to the weather. 
There is probably no part ol the straw 
stack so sure to be wet into as under 
the,carrier, where the chaff mostly 
remains. 
It 
is apt to be tramped 
solid in stacking, and as the chaff is 
more porous than straw, it takes tho 
water from rains and rots quickly. 


rtANTINQ BEANS ANO POTATOES, 


The rule to plant beans with the 
eye down may answer with very late 
planting, but it is not to be recom- 
mended 
while the soil is ouol and 
moist in the early spring. 
The bean 
IB very impatient of wet or cold, and 
IB more likely to rot with its eye 
turned down than when the eye is 
turned toward light, air and warmth. 
On the other hand, potatoes which 
«omebody has advised to be planted 
with the cut side down ought ilways 
to he planted exactly the other way. 
The potato likes cool and moist soil, 
and its roots grow all the stronger 
while the shoot starts irom under the 
cut piece, and then lurns upward to 
the light. 
Twenty years or more ago 
we made a caret'ul experiment in 
planting potatoes, having four rows, 
two of which were planted cut side up 
and the other two the reverse. 
The 
rows were close togeiher, and the po- 
tatoes which had to start and turn in 
the soil betöre coming to the surface 
had all the season stronger vines and 
in the fall yielded more marketable 
potatoes than did the others.

vines also kept green longer, because 
tho roots starting under the potato 
set got firmer hold on the soil than 
when they started nearer the surface.

vent these avoidable ailments a piano 
should be kept in a moderately warm 
room where the temperature ia even, 
say sixty or seventy degrees the year 
round—not cold one day and hot tho 
next. 
The instrument should 
not,

heat. 
It should be kept closed and 
covered with a felt cloth when not in 
use, particuli\rly in frosty weather. 
Always place the piano against an in- 
side wall, and a little out Irom it.—

ElSlEK.EGti LORE. 


Curious Customs the Orfslfi of Which 
is Lost in Antiquity. 


The distribution of egg^ at Easter 
has descended to us from the greatebt 
of the Chinese Spring festivals, inau- 
gurated more than 
seven hundred 
years before the Christian era. 


^The custom was particularly popular 
during 
the fifteenth and sixteenth 
oenturiep in England. 
The Pope sent 
Henry VIII. an Easter egg in a silver 
case. 


In Russia it is common to exchange 
visits and eggs on Easter day. 


In Italy dishes of eggs are sent to 
the priests to be blessed, after which 
they are carried homo and placed in 
the center of the table. 


In Spain and Germany the eggs are 
not blessed, but they are highly col- 
ored and are distributed among callers 
to be eaten or taken away according 
to the taste of the individual. 


The custom, in one form or another, 
exists among the Jews, Greeks, Turks 
and Persians. 


"Paas" was the ancient name for 
Easter, and the eggs were often called 
"pace," "pach" or "paas'* eggs. 


In Scotland eggs are taken to church 
to be blessed. 
They are afterwards 
distributed among the members of the 
household and are sither eaten or saved 
as keepsakes. 


The decoration of ordinary eggs 
originated in England, 
Gilding the 
shells was the first step. 
This was fol- 
lowed by the addition of ribbons, pic- 
tures and variou.^ other devices to 
please the little folk. 


These eggs were given and received 
with the familiar Easter 
greeting, 
"Christ is risen!" and the answer, 
"He is risen, mdeed!" 


Germans first introduced games into 
the Easter celebration. 
Eggs were 
hidden about the lawn or grounds or 
in the house. 
Then the children 
bunted for them, the finder of the 
greatest number receiving a prize. 


Sometimes the eggs wore all put in 
one nest over wiiicb a rabbit was 
placed on guard. 
How this animal 
becamo identitied with Easter is not 
known, but in time the young children 
began to believe that the colored eggs 
were laid by the rabbit. 


Egg racing is a favorite amusement 
of Kussian, German and French chil- 
dren. 
The eggs are rolled down hill, 
and the prize goes to the boy whose 
egg rolls the greatest number of races 
without damage to its shell. 


This game is played by Wabhington 
children in front of the White House 
on Easter Monday. 


In Germany there are tracks made 
of twigs down which each egg may 
roll without interference from any 
other one, Tho boy whose egg arrives 
unbroken at the foot of tho hill col- 
lects "toll" of his opponent whose 
egg is cracked. 


Another game is played by two boys 
who stand, each holding an egg, and 
suddenly strike them together. 
The 
owner of a heavy-shelled egg can, if 
he possesses skill, break the eggs of 
several players before bis own ia in* 
jured. 
Ihen he is a "cock of one, 
two, three or four eggs," as the case 
may be. 


Eggs arc colored by means of ani- 
line dyes, 
By the addition of horns, 
ears, tails, legs or ilns eggs may bo 
transformed 
into 
many 
grotesque 
figures. 


Easter 
rieasantries. 


Like all other holy days, 
Easter 
soon became a holiday. 
In some 
countries the people dance about a 
heap ot flowers at Easter; in others 
they distribute colored eggs and have 
great "egg-tights," in which the own- 
er of the hardest egg wins and the 
other egg is eaten by tho victor, so a 
man or boy with a very hard egg is 
able to accumulate tho basis of an 
Easter Monday headache.
